WASHINGTON, April 26 — 
Secretary of the Army Robert 
T. B. Stevens said under oath 
today that the allegation that 
he tried to divert the McCarthy 
Investigation .subcommittee last 
fall from the Army to the Air 
Force and Navy is “an unequivo- 
cal lie.” 

The Secretary was under in- 
tense and at times argumenta- 
tive cross examination by Ray 
Jenkins, special ¢ounsel to the 
Senate Investigating subcommit- 
tee trying to determine who is 
lying in the fight between Sena- 
tor Joseph R. McCarthy (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, and the Army, when 
Jenkins inquired if it were not 
true that he:had “offered up” 
the Navy and the Air Force to 
McCarthy’s committee and tried 
to divert the committee from 


Nearly Shouts Reply. 

Secretary Stevens nearly 
shouted the reply: “It’s an un- 
equivocal lie.” 

Senator McCarthy, who only 
last week, repeated the charge 
against Stevens in a bill of par- 
ticulars submitted to the sub- 
committee, heard the secretary's 
words without any noticeable 
reaction. 

Secretary Stevens, replying to 
Jenkin’s persistent cross fire of 
questions with composure 
apparent self-confidence, like- 
wise denied any other attempts 
to keep McCarthy from investi- 
gating the Army and the alleged 
Communist infiltration thereof, 
though he repeated what he 
had said before, that he objected 
to the damaging publicity which 
accompanied McCarthy's inqu 
about Fort Monmouth,NJ. ~ | 

Citees Efforts for Schine. 

At the morning session, Ste- 
vens had testified that on “sev- 
eral occasions” after Schine was 
drafted, Senator McCarthy was 
“quite insistent” that Schine be 
assigned to the New York City 
area. ' 

On one of these occasions, 
Stevens said, McCarthy “sug- 
gested that Schine might be 
usefuL in checking on West 
Point or as to Commu- 
nist propaganda. 

Stevens resumed his testi- 
mony this morning where he 
left off last Friday. 

Criticizes Cohn. 

Secretary Stevens told the 
investigating Senators also that 
it was his impression that Roy 
M. Cohn, regular counsel to 
the McCarthy subcommittee, 
was “tremendously interested 
in special treatment for Schine” 
and that in his overtures to 
Stevens to obtain such special 
treatment Cohn was acting, not 
as an individual, but as a per- 
son with the powerful position 
of counsel to the subcommittee, 


TRANSIT FARE RISE 
IN EFFECT, CAUSES 
LITTLE CONFUSION 


Higher rates for weekly per- 
mits, express fares and tokens 
were charged today on street- 
cars and busses with a minimum 
of confusion, a Public Service 
Co. spokesman reported, 

“Supervisors said it looked 
like any normal Monday morn- 
ing,” the spokesman said in a 
report on the first business day 
application of the new fare 
structure, which went into ef- 
fect yesterday. The reason the 
change in rates was effected 
without delay in service was 
that it embodied no change in 
procedure or method of pay- 
ment, the company official said. 

The new rates, expected to 
add $650,000 to gross annual 
revenue, were authorized by the 
Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission. Weekly permits on lo- 
cal lines now cost 75 cents, an 
increase of 10 cents. Cash pay- 
ment for each ride on the per- 
mit remains a dime. Express 
weekly permits cost $1, instead 
of 85 cents, and there is a rise 
of 2 cents in both the adult and 
child's cash fares on express 
routes to 25 cents. 

Tokens, which the company 
sought to abolish, sell at four 
for 75 cents instead of five for 
90 cents, ani increase of 34 cents 
per token. The 20-cent cash 
fare on local lines and the 90- 
cent student weekly pass remain 
unchanged.

$28,680,706,500 Voted 
by Appropriations 
Group for Eisenhow- 
er’s ‘New Look’ Pro- 
gram Starting July 1. 


WASHINGTON, April 26 (UP) 
- The House Appropriations 
Committee today approved $28,- 
680,706,500 for President Eisen- 
hower’s “new look” military pro- 
gram—a cut of $1,206,348,500 
from his request. 

The appropriations are for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. The 
funds are $5,632,614,500 less 
than appropriations voted for 
this fiscal year ending June 30. 

However, the committee said 
the armed services have an esti- 
mated 48 billions left over from 
préviously appropriated funds 
which, with the new money, will 
make $76,874,000,000 available 
for spending in the new fiscal 
year. 

The committee said the new 
miiltary appropriations are based 
on long-range planning with em- 
phasis on “improved weapons 
and a greater reliance on ex- 
panded air power.” 

Reason for Decrease. 

Cuts were possible, the com- 
mittee reported, because of the 
end of the Korean fighting, the 
build-up of NATO in Europe 


and the development of Repub- ings 


lic of Korea forces. 

The bill provides for: 

1—*, .. The greatest Army 
ever maintained by this na- 
tion on a full year basis in 
the absence of actual war- 
ware.” 


2.—Construction of a fourth 
supercarrier of the Forrestal 
class and a third atomic-pow- 
ered submarine. “The fleet 
will continue to grow in com- 
bat power... .” the commit- 
tee said. 


3—120 Air Force wings by 
June 1955, five more than 
June 1954, and a continued 
build-up toward 137 wings by 
June 1957. 

4—Over-all military man- 
power of 3,200,900 during 
fiscal 1955, 202,000 less than 
on Dec. 31, 1953, but more 
than double pre-Korea. 


A summary of the bill by 
services: 


Army—Gets $7,615,523,000, a 
cut of $595,477,000 in the Presi- 
dent’s request, and $5,321,883,- 
000 below appropriations for 
current year. Average man- 
power for fiscal 1955 will be 
1,308,600.

Following introduction of the 
bill, the aldermanie session was 
recessed until noon tomorrow. 
It is expected that the measure 
will be referred to the Ways and 
Means Committee.

The measure drafted by the 
city counselor’s office carried 
an emergency clause which 
would eliminate the usual 30- 
day wait and make the ordi- 
nance effective immediately it 
was signed by the Mayor.

The State Legislature. has 
authorized St. Louis to levy an 
earnings. tax without voter ap- 
proval only until next April 15. 
If the city submits the tax ordi- 
nance to a vote of. the people 
between now and April 15, and 
the voters approve the levy, the 
tax may be contnued until April 
15. 1957. 

If the ordinance is disap- 
proved at the polls, the tax still 
could be continued until April 
15, 1956, or for one more year. 
Failure to hold a referendum 
would mean termination of the 
tax next April. 

If it chooses, the city also 
could submit the earnings tax 
question to the voters in the 
form of a charter amendment or 
as a part of a new city charter 
before April 15, 1957. If either 
charter proposal carried, the 
city’s authority to tax earnings 
would become permanent. 

Mayor Tucker has not yet de- 
cided which course to follow to 
extend the city’s taxing authority 
beyond the limited period.

WOULD BE REPA 


MALENKOV SAYS 


Asserts Any Such Ag- 
gressor Against Rus- 
sia Would Be Crushed 
by Same Weapon. 


MOSCOW, April 2 (UP)— 
Premier ,Malenkov said today 
that if the west should attack 
Russia. with atom bombs “the 
aggressor would be crushed by 
the same weapon.” 

In a speech before one cham- 
ber of the Supreme Soviet, 
Malenkov warned: 

“If the aggressive circles, 
banking on the atomic weapon, 
should resort to madness and 
should want to test the strength 
and might of the Soviet Union, 
the aggressor would be crushed 
by the same weapon and such 
an. adventure would inevitably 
lead to the ruin of the capital- 
istic social system.” ~— 

Charges Provocations. 

Malenkov then accused the 
west of provoking the extension 
of the Indochina war and of 
setting up new military bases 
and blocs. 

“The enemies of the strength- 
ening of the peace,” he said, 
“have not given up aggressive 
aspirations and are continuing 
the arms drive, provoking the 
extension of war in Indochina, 
and are setting up new military 
bases and blocs.” 

The Communist party and 
government, Malenkov said, “‘are 
showing unabated care for a 
further strengthening of the de- 
fensive capacity of the Soviet 
Union.” 

Russia’s military services, he 
assured the Council of Nation- 
alities, “have at their disposal 
everything that is necessary to 
carry out their lofty mission... 
to be ready always to deliver a 
crushing rebuff to any aggres- 
sor. 

“The ever growing application 
of atomic energy, both in the 
interests of safeguarding the 
the security of-our motherland 
as well as for peaceful industrial 
purposes is a great merit of 
Soviet scientists,” he said. 

Tempers His Warning. 

The Soviet Premier tempered 
his warning to possible aggres- 
sors with a restatement of Rus- 
sia’s desire to join the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, 
under certain circumstances, 
and said Russia wants to co- 
operate with all nations, 

He told the delegates that 
capitalism and socialism can co- 
exist, while competing in the 
field of economics. It was 
his first major appearance be-}| 
for the current sessions of the 
Supreme Soviet. | 

The Premier said Russia at- 
tached great importance to the 
development of trade with’ all 
countries and said Russia’s for- 
eign trade increased two and 
one-half times in the past two 
years. He said Russia has com- 
mercial transactions with 50 
foreign countries in spite of the 
“discriminatory policies of cer- 
tain American ruling circles.”

WASHINGTON, April 26 
(AP)—the Supreme Court today 
refused to reconsider its March 
15 decision upholding legality 
of the 1953 Submerged Lands 
Act which gave oil-rich offshore 
lands to coastal states.

SUBVERSION AT 
FORT MONMOUT? 


Damage to Research. 
Lowered Morale Citec 
as Results of One-Mar 
Inquiry.

WASHINGTON. A 26—A 
loyalty .committee. of the Fed- 
eration of American Scientists 
has reported it found “‘no evi- 
dence” of espionage or subver- 
sion at the Army’s Fort Mon- 
mouth .(N.J.) lavoratories. 


The ‘committee’s . findings, 
made public yesterday, said the 
only effects of a one-man in- 
vestigation conductéd by Sena- 
tor Joseph R. McCarthy (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, have been “‘substan- 
tion damage” to reséarch pro- 
grams at the laboratories and 
“lowered morale.” 

Charges that an espionage 
ring was operating at the Fort 
Monmouth installation, where

rent dispute between McCarthy 
and top Army officials, includ- 
ing Secretary Robert T. Stevens.

McCarthy has contended the

The federation’s committee

McCarthy, in a statement last 
Oct. 12, said his subcommittee 
staff had unearthed a situation 
at the laboratories which “has 
all the earmarks of extremely 
dangerous espionage.”

Preceding Mr. Eisenhower's 
address, Secretary of Defense 
Wilson told the Chamber that 
events in Europe and Asia may 
force a full-scale new look at 
United States military plans, 
policies and spending. 

Says Japan May Be at Stake. 

Mr. Eisenhower declared that 
survival of “the newly formed, 
democratic government of 
Japan” may also hinge on events 
in Southeast Asia, since the af- 
fected area is the one with which 
Japan must trade. 

How can the democratic gov- 
ernment of Japan exist, he asked, 
if those areas are lost to Com- 
munism? 

Mr. Eisenhower voiced hope, 
however, that the conference of 
world powers which opened to- 
day at Geneva would find some 
peaceful solution of the hazards. 

“We would hope,” Mr. Eisen- 
hower declared, “that the logic

Says Assurance Was Given. 

Reached at Cincinnati, where 
Warner is a partner in the 
Warner-Kanter Construction 
Co., builders and owners of 
Canterbury Gardens, Warner 
said his fifm received from 
FHA, before construction start- 
ed in June 1950, an assurance 
that the amount of loans to be 
insured would not be reduced 
if the promoters were able to 
build for less than the FHA es- 
timates. 

“FHA told us it did not anti-

“But we found we were able 
to build at a lower figure and 
now the stories out of Washing- 
ton are making it look as if 
somebody has been’ defrauded. 
The fact is that the project is 
exceedingly successful, with 99 
per cent tenancy at fair rents, 
and nobody is losing anything. 

“If we had failed and the 
project had been a flop, as some 
have been elsewhere in the coyn- 
try, we would have been out of 
pocket and so would the bonding 
company and the Government— 
but that has not happened. 


Denies a ‘Windfall.’ 


“This talk about a ‘windfall’ 
to us'‘is simply not justified.” 
Warner referred to announce- 
ment at Washington that two 
contracts between Warner-Kan- 
ter and the MacDonald Con- 
struction Co. of St. Louis, one 
for $100,000 less than’ the 
amount certified to FHA, were 
under investigation by the In- 
ternal Revenue Service. 

The construction contract re- 
ported to FHA, on the first of 
the two sections of the apart- 
ment project, was for $3,239,915, 
but the day before there had 
been a contract for $3,139,915, 
not reported to FHA. 

Warner said he did not recall 
the circumstances of the two 
contracts but said in any event 
they were of no primary interest 
to FHA since it already had 
made its own cost estimates. The 
insured loan on the first section 
was for $3,654,000, which was 
based on construction cost esti- 
mates plus land value, architects’ 
fees and other costs. 

Effect of Earlier Contract. 

Hugo P. Albrecht, who headed 
the St. Louis FHA office at the 
time, told Justice Department 
investigators his office did not 
know of the earlier contract, 
but expressed the opinion its 
extistence would not have af- 
fected handling of the loan com- 
mitment.

DANK OF $39,000 


Holdup Men Wait Until 
Guard Goes to Lunch, 
Then Strike Quickly. 


NEW YORK, April 26 (UP)— 
Four men robbed a midtown 
bank of more than $35,000 in 
exactly five minutes today. 
Waiting until the guard in a 
new, five-teller wing of the Clin- 
ton Trust Co. went to lunch at 
11 a.m., three of the robbers en- 
tered the wing’s entrance. 

One stook guard with a pistol 
at the door. Another vaulted 
into. the cage of teller James 
Dalgish, emptied a drawer of 
$15,000 in cash, and vaulted out. 
The third vaulted into the same 
cage, grabbed a metal box con- 
taining more than $15,000, and 
vaulted out. 

The bank later totaled its loss 
as $35,755.78. 

The gunman at the door forced

Esposito to lie on the floor. 
Three customers who entered 
while the robbery was in prog- 
ress were forced to lie down 
beside Esposito. At 11:05, the 
three left and escaped in a sedan 
which the fourth man had 
parked nearby.

As the time approaches for | 
France and Italy to ratify the 
EDC—or not to do so—Germans 
are more convinced than ever 
before that this military link 
with five other western Euro- 
pean countries is a “natural.” 

Some of the reasons why Ger- 
many wants the EDC should also 
make it attractive to the other 
prospective members — France, 
Italy, The Netherlands, Belgium | 
and Luxembourg. 

Other reasons for Germany's 
interest in EDC help to explain 
why France has hesitated to ac- 
cept it. France and Italy are 
the only ones who have not yet 
ratified the treaty. 

Why Germany Supports Plan. 

Here are some of the more im- 
portant reasons for Germany's 
support of the plan: 

1, It is probably the only way 
in which western Germany can 
regain its right to rearm. The 
EDC plan provides for 12 Ger- 
man active divisions and even- 
tually will probably involve the 
creation of another 12 reserve 
divisions. Although these units 
will be under an international 
command, western Germany will 
be by far the largest single 
source of military strength in 
the western coalition. 

This will give western Ger- 
many an increasingly strong

7. Western Germany's leaders 


have been accused of “prefer- |

They do not think France 
would ever agree to join an 
EDC or EPC with a united Ger-

2. The EDC is the one door 
through which western Ger-

ment with France. And Ger-| 
mans are aware that Germany's |

France. 

For the Germans, this re-| 
establishment of good relations | 
with France on an equal footing | 
is of overwhelming importance. | 

“European Idea.” 

$. The “European idea.” as 
represented by the EDC’s 
supranational character, has 
seized the imagination of many 
Germans. It is a pleasant and 
constructive substitute for the 
old nationalism which. has 
brought Germany to ruin twice 
since 1914. 

“Good” Germans feel that if | 
the European idea fails Ger- | 
many’s traditional nationalism 
may be revived with disastrous 
results. 

4. To Germany's many Catho- 
lics the EDC falls into the tradi- 
tion of the Holy Roman Empire 
and a noble alliance against the 
forces of evil. 

5. The EDC will lead toward 
the European Political Commu- 
nity or EPC. This latter organt- 
zation is supposed to include 
both the EDC and the European 
Coal and Steel Community, al- 
ready operating. 

But if the EDC {fs killed be-| 
cause the French or Italians fail | 
to ratify the treaty then the 
whole idea of economic and po- 
litical integration may be killed. 
That would have incalculable ef- 
fects on all of the countries of 
Western Europe. Among other 
things it might alienate the 
Inited States and jeopardize 
Erronean security. 

6. If EDC comes into being 
Germany can ‘more than hold 
its own in a military way with 
the other five member coun- 
tries. If EPC subséquently be- 
comes a fact Germany can more 
than hold its own in a political 
way. If EPC leads to the free- 
ing of trade barriers in western 
Europe, Germany can also more 
than hold its own in economic 
competition with France, Italy 
and the other members.

According to information reaching top American diplomats, 
Vinogradov has been femarkably frank in expressing the Soviet 
Union position favoring an end to the fighting in Southeast Asia, 
with one important catch: Nobody has been able to pin him down 
on how big an area of northern Indochina the Communists are 


demanding. 


Would they, for instance, de- 
mand the Red River delta 
around Hanoi, which is Indo- 
china’s most fertile area? 


Vinogradov’s activities are 
significant in that they have 
caused many Frenchmen to 
hope that both the Kremlin and 
the Chinese Communists are 
now ready to settle for a lim- 
ited objective in Southeast 
Asia. 


Uses Indirect Methods. 


The. approach taken by the 
Soviet ambassador, who took 
over his Paris post last July, 
has been shrewd, according to 
American observers, mainly for 
this reason. 


It has been unofficial and 
indirect. Instead of approach- 
ing the French« Foreign Min- 
istry, headed by Georges Bi- 
dault, Vinogradov and his staff 
have resorted to talking to key 
Frenchmen in the National As- 
sembly, especially Frenchmen 
who have an. interest in bring- 
ing down the present govern- 
ment. 


From the Soviet point of 
view, there was every reason, 
of course, to avoid a direct 
diplomatic approach to the 
present government prior to 
Geneva since France is pledged 
to the Navarre plan for the 
military defeat of the Commu- 
nist-led Viet Minh rebels. (Gen. 
Henri E. Navarre is commander 
of French Union forces in Indo- 
china.) In support of this 
French pledge, the United 
States has been pouring mil- 
lions of dollars into the Indo- 
china war. 

But by influencing key mem- 
bers of the French Assembly 
and key sections of French pub- 
lie opinion, the Soviet ambas- 
sador has encouraged those 
forces already at work in France 
which tend to paralyze the gov- 
ernment’s capacity to carry on 
the Indochina fight. 


Assembly Support Vital. 


No matter what Bidault and 
Premier Laniel are pledged to 
do, their position is untenable 
if the Assembly does not sup- 
port them. And the more .the 
Assembly can be led to believe 
that the Russians and the Chi- 
nese are truly interested in a 
compromise, the more enfeebled 
is the position of the French 
government. 

There is from the American 
point of view an obvious vicious 
circle here. The unpopularity of 
the war in Indochina decreases

The resulting insecurity of 
the government makes impossi- 
ble the capacity for decision and 
long-range planning necessary 
to wage a successful war.

There have been. several in- 
dications from the Communists 
that they were willing to settle 
for some sort of cease-fire. Vin-

Vinogradov’s Proposition. 

Vinogradov, who has shown 
an acute awareness of French 
internal politics, has in his con- 
versations taken approximately 
this position: 

“Russia and France have his- 
torically the same interests in 
Europe, since their main trou- 
bles in the past have come from 
the same source—a militaristic 
Germany. Therefore, there is 
every reason for them to be al- 
lies. With a strong resurgent 
Germany oad door, it is foolish 
for France to waste her military 
energies in far-off Indochina. 

“Russia, too, has every wish 
for peace, and it is obvious that 
China has domestic problems 
connected with improving its 
economy. Continuation of the 
fighting holds obvious dangers. 
What with the United States 
being in an unpredictable mood, 
there is always the risk ‘of ex- 
panding the conflict.’ The sensi- 
ble solytions is a cease-fire, 
partition and creation of a buf- 
fer state.” 

Would Mean New Satellite. 

American officials point out 
that the creation of a buffer 
state in northern Indochina 
would give the Chinese Com- 
munists the prestige of adding a 
new established satellite, not to 
speak of the satisfaction of 
having prevented the French 
from carrying through. their 
military program.

~The Absent Partner 
One party to the Geneva conference, which 


has now opened, fs not present, but the influ- 
ence of that partner nevertheless will be felt at 


__ every stage. of the proceedings. 


That non-participating participant is the lead- 
ership of the Republican party in the Senate— 
Senators Knowland of California, Bridges of 
New Hampshire and Ferguson of Michigan. 

These Senators have at various times expressed 
their displeasure with American foreign policy 
as conducted by President Eisenhower and Sec- 
retary Dulles, who are constitutionally responsi- 
ble for conducting it. They have shown that 
whenever they care to attack the Administration 
on a foreign policy issue, they can count on the 
support of the extreme nationalists, whose out-, 
standing spokesman is Senator McCarthy of 
Wisconsin. 

So Mr. Dulles, in everything he says and does 
at Geneva, will have in the back of his mind the 
possibility that he may have to contend with a 
strong element of his own party on the issue 
thus raised. This state of affairs is indeed the 
explanation for the first great issue that appar- 


ently will have to be settled at Geneva—the sta- 


tus of Communist China. 
° * 

Because the Knowlands and the McCarthys 
have waged such an unremitting battle against 
recognition of the Peiping regime under any 
circumstances, Secretary Dulles did not dare 
agree to a conference with that regime except on 
conditions which made clear that no formal rec- 
ognition was involved. 

Knowing that Mr. Dulles is in effect pinned 
down on this issue, Soviet Foreign Minister Mo- 
lotov is exploiting it to the full. He is proving his 
tender solicitude for the Chinese by trying to 
give them big power status at Geneva equal to 
that of the four inviting powers. He is doing 
this, moreover, in the safe knowledge that they 
will probably not get it, since Mr. Dulles is fro- 
zen in his present position by the senatorial sec- 
ond-guessers back home. 

On the substantive issue at stake—whether 
Red China comes to Geneva as a member of 
the “Big Five,” equal in status to the “Big 
Four”’—there can be little doubt as to where 
the merits lie. The Berlin conference established 
China’s status as an invited, not an inviting, 
power, and explicitly ruled out any status that 
would amount to diplomatic recognition. 

. - - 

Mr. Dulles is right to insist on carrying out 
that agreement. Yet it would be unfortunate if 
he had to carry his obligations to the Knowland 
bloc so far as to quibble over petty detaiis of 
procedure rather than substance. Does it really 
make much difference, for example, whether a 
Chinese presides at any of the Geneva sessions? 

The important business at Geneva is not Red 
China’s status in the world, but the unification 
of Korea and the pacification of Indochina. On 
the questicn of Indochina, almost everybody 
speaks for peace. The French say their object is 
an jmmediate cease-fire, the British are talking 
of an armistice based on partition as in Korea, 
the Russians and the Chinese both pay lip-serv- 
ice to a cessation of hostilities. 

Whether this talk can be refined into an en- 
forceable. cease-fire that offers safeguards 
against Communist conquest of Indochina re- 
mains to be seen. But Secretary Dulles is en- 
titled to the largest possible room for maneuver. 
He is entitled, at least, to a fair chance to nego- 
tiate freely without being badgered by long-dis- 
tance coaching from Capitol Hill. 

If.they do not liké the way foreign policy is 
conducted at Geneva, the Republican Senators 
can say so when the proper time comes. But 
right now they should permit Mr. Dulles to con- 
duct it.

Contradictions of “Fair Trade”’ 

The so-called “fair trade law” is producing 
somebstrange contrasts in federal policy toward 
prices; price-fixing and competition. The Fed- 
eral’'Trade Commission, for example, attempts to 
prevent illegal price-fixing and gouging in re- 
straint of trade. But the fair-trade law sanctions 
exactly what other legislation s¢eks to prevent. 


This is indeed a contradictory state of affairs, 
But within tiie “fair trade law” itself is another. 


 bafflipg ‘contradiction. The price-fixing ¢ontract 
with the ‘manufacturer is made binding on all 
retailers within a state when a single retailer 
signs it. 

The question which arises is: Should all those 
other retailers be bound by the terms of a con- 
tract which they have not agreed to—which 
some of them have not even seen? The Florida 
Supreme Court has just decided they should not. 

In a suit brought by Bayer Aspirin, Phillips 
Milk of Magnesia and Alka-Seltzer against Eck- 
erd’s Drug Store, Justice Glenn Terrell said the 
“non-signer clause,” as it is called, makes use 
of the police power for a private, not a public, 


It-is, he ruled, “not in line with our tradir 
tional concepts of free competition, which have 


’ traditionally been the yardstick for the protec- 


tion of the consuming public.” 


_ Yet without the “non-signer clause” fair trade 
“Jaws “would be meaningless,” says Business 


_ Week. ‘The promoters of these laws have re- 
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peatedly conceded that they cannot be enforced 
without the “non-signer clause.” And this brings 
up another question: |. | 

How good is a business contract if one of the 
parties has not agreed to it and has to be forced 
into compliance by the power of a private 
police? ' 
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Why NBC Cut the McCarthy Inquiry 

Why has NBC dropped live television coverage 
of the Senate’s investigation of the MecCarthy- 
Army battle? This question deserves some 
thought and an answer in view of the fact that 
NBC televised two full days of the hearings and 
then called off further live coverage. 

Was the decision because there is no public 
interest in the controversy? ‘That cannot be 
the answer since NBC makes a specialty of 
figuring out what the public ig interested fh. 
NBC would not have made all the costly changes 
in programming that were required had it not 
thought in advance that here was a showdown 


- fight in which the public had a very great 


interest. ‘ 

Had the first two days of the investigation 
moved crisply through any preliminaries and 
into the issues themselves, as illuminated by the 
actual evidence, with all principals bent on 
speeding the testimony, we can be sure that 
public interest in the hearings would still be 
high. Interest in good drama is inevitably 
high. 

But observers by the droves began to regard 
the proceedings as a waste of time. They did 
so, in our opinion, primarily for one reason: 
because Senator McCarthy promptly made a 
complete nuisance of himself with his endless 
interruptions. By the end of the second after- 
noon it was evident that he would delay testi- 
mony and stall the presentation of documentary 
evidence interminably. And so the bored TV 
audience fell off sharply, as an NBC survey 
showed, 

By one important test, this is the most sig- 
nificant development in the four-year McCarthy 
“crusade,” For here is the presumably bold, 
hard-hitting, challenging, pioneering investigator 
himself grabbing at every chance to hold up the 
proceedings. | 

Here is the inquisitor who denounces as 
“Fifth Amendment Communists” all who do hot 
wish to answer questions, for whatever reasen, 
at his Star-Chamber one-man sessions. Here is 
that same Senator resorting to every technicality 
that comes along. This costs hours of time and 
obviously busy men and women have other 
things to do than to watch the junior Senator 
from Wisconsin throw one monkey wrench after 
another into the works. 

But the hearings are going on and there will 
be televised reports of them as well as news- 
paper and radio accounts. The American people 
in the next week are going to go on learning 
the truth about the man so many have mistakenly 
admired. The NBC decision is in effect a recog- 
nition of the adverse judgment that is now tak- 
ing form.

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Hot Competition in Detroit 

Keeping up with the automobile industry, that 
economic bellwether, is no easy matter in these 
days of fender-bumping competition..Events hap- 
pen too fast. 

Ford recently claimed to have taken over sales 
leadership, after years of trying, from Chevro- 
let. Chevrolet’s answer is to step up production. 
Buick, Chevvy’s bigger brother, says it is in 
third place in sales now, meaning it is among 
the “Big Three.” That is an odd place to find a 
higher-priced car. 

Auto dealers already have kicked up some 
protests about the sales pressure. Now The Wall 
Street Journal reports a secret 12-hour meeting 
in Detroit of Dodge dealers from 44 states. The 
Journal says the dealers asked Chrysler Corp. to 
cut the factory price of Dodges by $200—not to 
be passed on to the. consumer as savings, but to 
cushion the dealers’ own current losses or low 
profits. Chrysler executives, says The Journal, 
were unhappy that the meeting came to light. 

As long as the competitive battle is joined 
principally between manufacturers and dealers, 
the driving American public need not be too un- 
happy.-When somebody is produting a lot of 
cars, somebody obyiously has to try to sell them, 
and somebody—the man behind the wheel— 

might get a better deal in the market. 
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The Vanishing Challenge 

The challenge by the Government Director of 
Statistics in Dublin of The Vanishing Irish, 
which the Rev. John A. O’Brien edited, has it- 
self been made to disappear by Dr. O’Brien’s 
own completely explanatory answers. 

His book's thesis is that “if the past century’s 
rate of decline continues for another century, 
the Irish will virtually disappear as a nation.” 

The Director of Statistics, Dr. Robert Charles 
Geary, offered facts and figures which he said 
disproved the theory that the Irish are van- 
ishing. : 

He said the Irish birth rate in 1952 was 21.8 
per thousand, almost one eighth increase over 
the 1938 rate, and the death rate has declined 
so greatly since the war that average life ex- 
pectancy has risen from 61.5 years in 1946 to 
65.2 years in 1951. 

Do these facts appear to confute Dr. O’Brien’s 
theory? They do not when the author, who is 
professor of the philosophy of religion at Notre 
Dame University, is through with them. Dr. 
O’Brien points out that Mr. Geary attempts to 
discredit the massive showing of a hundred- 
year trend by the figure for a single year, “a 
precarious gain” which may or may not be 
maintained. And he says that every fact in 
The Vanishing Irish came from Mr. Geary’s 
office or from its published reports or‘ from 
Mr. Geary direct. 

If anything further need be said to establish 
the authority for the sad facts and sadder con- 
clusions which are set forth in Dr. O’Brien’s 


book, it is said by one of Ireland’s greatest liv- ° 


ing playwrights, Sean O’Casey. 

The author of The Plough and Stars and 
Juno and the Paycock wrote to Dr. O’Brien, on 
receipt of The Vanishing Irish:

Shortly after the Japanese surren-

In the course. of describing his difficul- 
ties with the French Ho said: “You Fili- 
pinos don’t know how lucky you are. 
You have America. But we have 
France.” 

Events were to bear out Ho’s funda- 
mental distinction. The United States 
granted the Philippine islands full in- 
dependence at a date stipulated in ad- 
vance. . 

France, having restored her sovereign- 
ty over Indochina, has not even yet of- 
fered the Inmdochinese complete free- 
dom of choice between affiliation with 
the French Union and independence, 
let alone set a firm date for the latter.

In the Philippines Magsaysay con- 
ducted a “field laboratory” to deter- 
mine the nature of the Communist germ 
that had infected the Huks, He found it 
to consist of hunger, exploitation by 
landlords and bad government. He then 
combined an all-out military campaign 
with an offer of all-out friendship to 
correct these evils.

Between Book Ends 
Days Afield 


ROUND RIVER: FROM THE JOURNALS OF ALDO 

LEOPOLD, edited by Luna 8. Leopold; ilustr 

Charies Schwartz. (Oxford University Press. $3.) 

I have been a long time in reviewing 
this book, because it has taken consider- 
able study to evaluate it. A whole shelf- 
full of books by Leopold of the caliber 
of his “A Sand County Almanac” would 
be a contribution to conservation study 
which could not be equalled by a library 
full of books on the subject by other 
writers. But this is not such a book. And 
the problem which has bothered me is 
whether in bringing it out, the editor 
and publishers have done an uninten- 
tional injustice. The final decision is 
“probably not”—though even as I say 
this, I am not altogether certain. 

The difficulty, it seems to me, lies in 
the thing which happens to any writer 
who—after goodness knows how many 
years of effort and 
development—turns 
out something like a 
masterpiece. There- 
upon his publishers 
—or heirs, if he is 
no longer on hand 
to protect himself— 
dig back into his 
trunks and old files, 
bring up discon- 
nected bits of writ- 
= ing which he never 

ed nor in- 
tended should see 
the light of day 
and put them be- 
tween covers. There 
are, of course, diaries which are delib- 
erately kept for posterity and wide pub- 
lication. But there are such things as 
field notes which a man sets down, es- 
pecially if he is a scientist, with the 
idea they may be re-assayed in the light 
of maturer judgment and then either 
revised for publication or tossed into 
the waste basket. And somehow I doubt 
that anyone—even a scientist son as in 
this case—can make the selection, ap- 
ply the judgment and do the editing 
which the writer himself would have 
wanted done. 

Let’s forget “Round River,” then, as 
a companion-piece to Leopold’s earlier 
“Sand County Almanac,” which stands 
almost alone in America as a true gos- 
pel of conservation. The moment we do 
this, we can enjoy it for what it is—a 
gunner’s jottings about his days afield. 
Throughout these jottings, it is true, 
there are glimmerings of the scientist, 
the ecologist, the naturalist and philoso- 
pher which Aldo Leopold was to be- 
come. We can cull these bits and be 
thankful for them, realizing the truly 
tremendous growth which the man 
made, But mostly we can enjoy gome 
excellent outdoor tales. And the one I 
like best, because of a perennial yearn- 
ing toward wilderness unspoiled by 
men, is the story of a trip down into 
the delta of the Colorado river in Mex- 
ico, back in 1922. ; 

There are several essays at the end 
of the book which show the mature 
Leopold in the making; yet these add 
little or nothing to the profound con- 
clusions which he had reached in the 
already published “Almanac.” Thus I 
like best to go back to the earlier 
work after reading “Round River” and 
think—“this is Aldo Leopold as I knew 
and admired him.” Charlie Schwartz of

66] DO. most earnestly believe,” said Gen. Eisenhower last 
week, speaking to the American Newspaper Publishers As- 
sociation, “that the press should give emphasis to the 

things that unite the American people equal to that it gives 


to the things that divide them.” 

This carries in it a serious 
eriticism and manifestly it was 
meant to be one. “News of 
events which di- 


» +» » could not 
reader - under- 
standing be as 
powerful a criterion in news- 
paper offices as reader-interest?” 

This brings out into the open 
where it can be discussed the 
complaints, long current in high 
Administration circles, that the 
newspapers have made McCarthy 
powerful by giving too much 
space and too many headlines 
to him. If only the news editors 
would pay less attention to Mc- 
Carthy and much more attention 
to news events and of speeches 
on which all the American peo- 
ple are agreed, the McCarthy 
headaches would go away. 

I would like as an old news- 
paper man, who has worked with 
news editors but has never been 
one himself, to show why I think 
Gen. Eisenhower is quite mis- 
taken. 


No Suppression Possible. 


McCarthy’s charges of trea- 
gon, subversion, espionage, cor- 
ruption, perversion, are news 
which cannot be suppressed or 
ignored. They come from a 
United States Senator, now the 
chairman of one of the big com- 
mittees, and a politician until 
recently at least in good stand- 
ing at the headquarters of the 
Republican party. When he 
makes such attacks against the 
State Department and the De- 
fense Department, it is news 
which has to be published. 

Gen. Eisenhower feels‘ that 
the news of these charges, which 
are notoriously unfair and in 
the great majority of all the 
cases unfounded, should be put 
“in balance” by the newspapers. 

That, I suppose, is what he 
means because it is difficult to 
imagine that he can mean any- 

else. But with what are 
the news editors to balance the 
news of McCarthy’s charges? 

Not, I take it, with news of 
inspirational talks to the Girl 
Scouts. If the news of McCar- 
thy’s charges is to be balanced, 
it can be balanced only by news 
about the truth or falsity of 
those charges. 


Balance With What? 


But where is the news editor 
to get that balancing news? He 
can print the answers of the ac- 
cused, and of course the respon- 
sible newspapers always do. But 
the unsupported denial of an 
accused man will not balance a 
charge by a United States Sena- 
tor operating with the whole 
apparatus of a senatorial com- 
mittee and of a staff and of a 
whole reservoir of paid and vol- 
untary informers. 

So the question remains, 
where is thé news editor, seek- 
ing to have his paper “discharge 
its responsibilities to free people 
by giving all the facts in bal- 
ance” to get the facts to put in 
balance? 

He can get such facts only if 
the machinery for investigating 
the allegations of a McCarthy 
will bring out the facts in bal-

He Can Make the News. 


The news that would unite the 
American people, who have be- 
come so dangerously divided by 
McCarthy, would be the news 
that came out of full, fair, judi- 
cial investigations in the whole 
field of subversion and security. 
The news editors cannot substi- 
tute themselves for good con- 
gressional committees, and ott 
of their own resources provide 
the balancing facts which are 
= provided .by these commit- 
ees. 

Nor is that the whole of it. 
Gen. Eisenhower himself has a 
heavy responsibility for the 
things he complains about — 
namely, that the news which 
would unite us has been over- 
whelmed by the news that di- 
vides us. It is the President of 
the United States, who is sup- 
posed to unite us, and it is 
from him, more than from any 
other source, that there must 
come the words and the deeds 
which are the news which unites 


us. 

But on the specious plea thad} 

he must “co-operate with’Con- 
gress” he has allowed himself 
to be persuaded that that means 
co-operating with the abuse of 
the congressional power. Thus 
the President has refused to 
make the news that would bal- 
ance McCarthy’s assault on the 
executive branch of the govern- 
ment. 
Had the President stood up 
for the prerogatives of his of- 
fice, had he done from the be- 
ginning what Secretary Stevens 
tried to do, had he refused to 
co-operate with the gross per- 
version of the congressional 
power to investigate — that 
would have been news that the 
news editors would have been 
only too pleased to publish. For 
they are Americans who would 
like to sée the dignity of this 
government upheld. 


Sacrifice and Surrender. 


But what the tickers have 
been bringing into the news- 
paper offices has been the long 
but dreary and almost unbroken 
news of giving in, of men sacri- 
ficed under intimidation, of sur- 
renders, withdrawals, of bold 
words followed by weasel words, 
of appeasement and of retreat 
—of Stassen humiliated, of 
Dulles badgered, of the Defense 
Department put in an uproar, 
while the White House has 
complained that the newspapers 
were not making it all look 
better than it is. 

Gen. Eisenhower is right in 
realizing that the news all this 
produces is not uniting the 
American people. But the rem- 
edy, the only sure and prompt 
remedy, is in his hands, if only 
he would use it, and not in the 
hands of the news editors. 

They cannot by an act of crea- 
tive imagination paint a picture 
of a united and lucid and reso- 
lute people. But they would 
treat it as very big news indeed 
if it were reported reliably 
from Washington that a presi- 
dent had raised a standard to 
which the wise and honest can 
repair, knowing that then, the

Drawings at Art Museum 
Attract Large Sunday

A total of 1521 persons passed 
through City Art Museum turn- 
stiles yesterday, most of them 
to attend the opening of “Fuseli 
Drawings,” a Swiss loan collec- 
tion. Henry Fuseli, baptized Jo- 
hann Heinrich Fussli in Zurich 
in 1741, spent most of his life 
as an expatriate, becoming pro- 
fessor of painting at the Royal 
Academy af England, where he 
died in 1825. 

Literary interest ee 
show's general appeal. Fuse 
illustrated the classics, but not 
—like some artists—because he 
lacked comparable inspiration of 
his own. He had begun _his 
career as a writer and produced 
highly admired poetry, criticism 
and translations.

Nightmarish effeets of terror 
abound in “Struthan Winkelried 
the Dragon-Slayer,” where the 
archer stands on an enormous 
root that echoes the writhing 
form of the dragon, “Woman! 
Seated Upon a Stone Before a 
Giant Hand and Foot,” “Three 
Cowering Girls” and “Scheras- 
min’s Cave.” 

Fuseli’s romantic drawings of 
labyrinthine passageways recall 
the prickly sensations of such 
Gothic novels as Ann Radcliffe’s 
“Mysteries of Udolpho” and Hor- 
ace Walpole’s “Castle of Otran- 
to.” They are also as modern— 
or as universal—as a Jean Coc- 
teau film. 

Several of the drawings are 
related to Fuseli’s most famous 
painting, “The Nightmare.” The 
final version, with its lonely fig- 
ure molested by horrible demons 
that will not go away, is a 
heightening of the eerieness of 
one drawing in the traveling ex- 
hibit, where two startled women 
are being deserted by a gallop- 
ing mare. 

Though not part of the touring 
collection, “Two “ag 
recently bought by the museum 
from a New York dealer, is ap- 
propriately made the show’s 
centerpiece.

NING ROSSO: SHOWS 
PROMISE AS SOLOIST 


St. Louis Violoncellist Is 
Guest of Artist Presenta- 
tion Group.

Nino Rosso, 27-year-old St. 
Louis violoncellist who is al- 
ready well along the road of 
accomplishment, was heard in 
recital yesterday at the Wednes- 
day Club. It was the final event 
of this year’s series sponsored 
by the Artist Presentation Com- 


mittee. Midafternoon showers 
apparently held down the size 
of the -audience. The perform- 
ance, as it turned out, was worth 
braving a downpour. 

Rosso has played here with 
the Philharmonic, Little Sym- 
phony and Municipal Opera Or- 
chestra and for several seasons 
now has been assistant first 
cellist with the Pittsburgh Sym- 
phony. Yesterday he demon- 
strated that he also has abun- 
Gant promise as a soloist. He 
had complete control of his in- 
strument as he moved with as- 
surance through a program of 
| numbers written particularly for 
‘cello by J. C- Bach, Beethoven, 
Haydn, Chopin, Dvorak and Cas- 
sado. All except the Beethoven 
Sonate in A Major were played 
from memory, and on this the 
soloist seemed to take only a 
glance or two at the score. 

Othér .offerings were Bach's 
Concerto ‘in C Minor, Haydn's 
“Divertimento,” Chopin’s “Polo- 
naise Brilliante,” Dvorak’s 
“Rondo” and Cassado’s “Requie- 
bros.” Rosso played each of 
them with unusually good ear 
and arm. He was equally im- 
pressive in slower music, such 
as the second movement of the 
Bach, and in tricky, technical 
passages of the Beethoven and 
Chopin. Intonation was consist- 
ently good, tone lost its round- 
ness on only a fleeting occasion 
or two in the upper register. 

The soloist evidenced that he 
can give emotional stress and 
brilliance to a phrase, yet keep 
it integrated within the frame- 
work of the piece as a whole. 
He left no doubt that he knows 
the meaning of cantilena. In 
general, it was an excellent per- 
formance, both technically and 
musically.

For more than 10 years he 
devoted full time to writing be- 
fore his first work was published, 
“The Lay Anthony,” in 1914, The 
book sold poorly but won favor- 
able reviews. 

A second novel, “Mountain 
Blood,” was published the fol- 
lowing year and his reputation 
increased until it was firmly es- 
stablished in 1917 by “The Three 
Black Pennys.” 

He was married in 1907 to the 
former Miss Dorothy Hemphill, 
who survives. 

Among his other works are 
“Gold and Iron,” 1918; “Linda 
Condon,” 1919; “San Cristobal 
de la Habana,” 1920; “Cytherea,” 
1922; “Tampico,” 1926; 
Limestone Tree,” 1931; “Sheri- 
dan,” 1931, and “Tropical Win- 
ter,” 1933.

The buffalo-grass cover was 
ripped off. Stripped of its cover, 
and without rain, the dust be- 
came the whim of the wind. 
We had exported our wheat to 
Europe during the war. At the 
same time we were, in effect, 
exporting our rich top soil. 
That's the vivid way the Presi- 
dent described it. 

The Government promoted 
measures to bring back the land 
and prevent a recurrence of the 
disaster, and it was a national 
disaster, affecting all of us. 
About three-quarters of a mil- 
lion acres were bought by the 
Government and put back to 


grass. 

Congress created the Soil 
Conservation Service in the 
Agriculture Department to su- 
pervise conservation measures 
and teach farmers how to pro- 
tect their land. 


Refugees on the Land. 


Many families had to leave 
the land. This reporter, who 
was all through the drouth area 
in those years, can remember 
the caravans along the roads— 
the family automobiles piled 
high with children and house- 
hold goods, heading out of the 
ravaged land. Many of them 
settled in new land opened then 
Idaho, others in Washington 
and Oregon in the Pacific 
Northwest. 

Somehow somebody forgot, as 
human beings will. Now, 
years later, we have another 
“Dust Bowl” covering some of 
the old area, and some areas not 
injured previously.

The ‘Suitcase Farmers.’ 


About 4,000,000 acres of land 
formerly in grass was ploughed 
up for quick profits. Of this 
about 3,000,000 acres was not 
suited to cultivation because of 
insufficient moisture, though the 
abnormally good weather during 
the war was deceptive. 

Part of the problem again, as 
before, is due to what were 
called then, and still are, “suit- 
case farmers’—that is, people 
who came in, some buying 
tracts, to make a quick killing 
on war prices. Statistics show, 
in fact, that only about 25 per 
cent of the land now affected 
is farmed by persons who farmed 
it 20 years ago. 

Seventy-five per cent is land 
taken up by newcomers. They 
were willing to pay high prices 
for it because they could pay 
off the land cost with a single 
wheat crop. The damage in 
about half of the present “Dust 
Bowl” is attributed to poor cul- 
a and conservation prac- 

ces. 


Back to Grass. 


The Government has helped 
with loans for feed and seed on 
an emergency basis, and for 
listing and chiseling the land to 
check its blowing away. Long-

include turning part of the area 
back to grass, as was done 20 
years ago, but officials now are 
talking in terms of more land « 
back to grass, or from six to 
eight million acres. 


Once again, the Government 
must put on another conserva- 
tion campaign, retelling the 
same old story of the urgent 
necessity of protecting our na- 
tional heritage.

Ruling Defines 
Ball Players’ 


Tax Deduction 


WASHINGTON, April 25 (UP) 
—Professional baseball players 
may take a tax deduction for 
travel, meals and lodging ex- 
penses during the time the team 
is on the road, according to a 
ruling announced today by the 
Internal Revenue Service. The 
Same goes for managers, coaches 
and trainers. 

Under certain circumstances 
these men may also deduct living 
expenses incurred while the 
team is playing in its home 
stadium. This is permissible 
only if the person can demon- 
fstrate his off-season business 
activity is his principal line of 
business, so that when he is 
playing baseball he is in effect 
away from home. 

The federal income tax law 
generally permits deduction of 
“all the necessary expenses paid 
or incurred during the taxable 
year in carrying on any trade or 
business, including . . . travel- 
ing expenses (and meals and 
lodging) while away from home 
in the pursuit of a trade or 
business.” 

In this case, “home” is where 
| the job is. Under the new ruling, 
| the traveling members of a ball 
club may Geduct their road ex- 
| penses for living. And any one 
| of them whose principal line of 
business is located away from 
the team’s home town may de- 
duct living expenses for the 
whole baseball season. ~

Of these, ten- 
sion resulting from anxiety is the commonest af- 
fliction. 

For instance, in a recent oral examination of medical 
students, some of the men were almost tongue-tied by ten- 
sion, Experienced examiners try to allow for these emo- 
tional reactions. 

Everyone knows this acute kind of tension. One public 

speaker said he'd been able to talk since infancy until he 
rose before an audience to make his first speech. 
That's the acute freezing-up variety of emotional ten+ 
“lon. Much more common is the muscular and internal 
‘partial tension afflicting men and women working under 
pressures of speed, production lines, sales quotas, and need 
for accuracy in complicated tasks. 
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SOME FORTUNATE PEOPLE aren't afflicted by ten- 
sion in such situations. Others learn how to avoid it at 
least after working hours. Many more need to learn how 
to relax, to feel better, healthier and happier. 

Mrs. Martha Erickson has a responsible job as per- 
#onnel manager in a large store. The conflicting pressures 
f all departments and of the employes’. own problems 
converge on her daily. She built up emotional tensions 
‘each day, She couldn't shake off the job when she went 
dyome to her husband and apartment. Martha couldn't 
relax. She slept fitfully. Partly from this chronic emo- 
tional tension, her blood pressure went up and up until 
he needed medical treatment.

Even if parents do not like to 
see their child sucking his 
thumb, many of them would 
have no major objection to the 
behavior if they were sure that 
it was not deforming his mouth. 
Conversely, even parents who do 
not object to the behavior as 
such, feel that they ought to 
stop it because it may be inter- 
fering with the child's later 
looks. 

The answers given by differ- 
ent specialists to this question 
are extremely varied. The na- 
ture of the answer seems to de- 
pend largely on who is doing 
the answering. 

* i - 

MANY, though by no means 
all, dentists do seem to feel that 
thumb sucking definitely mars 
the shape of the mouth and is 
thus specifically harmful. Most 
psychologists and psychiatrists, 
and many pediatricians, consider 
that it is basically not a harm- 
ful habit and that it does not in 
most cases alter the shape of 
the. mouth. Particularly do they 
fee! that it is harmless in this 
respect if it ceases before the 
second teeth come in, as it 
usually does. 

These two points of view are 
pretty much opposed, obviously, 
and thus cause parents no end of 
worry. If the so-called “authori- 
ties’’ disagree, what is a parent 
to do? How is he to know 
whether thumb sucking actually 
is, or is not, harmful to his 
child? 

Dentists. who reaily believe 
thumb sucking is harmful state 
flatly that it “directly displaces 
teeth” and should be stopped as 
quickly as possible.

MANY QUALIFIED DEN- 
TISTS agree with the psvcholo- 
gist and psychiatrist (and with 
us) that in most cases, thumb 
sucking does not permanently 
impair the shape of the mouth.

is an American slang 
phrase, which has already, in the 
few decades of its life, given 
rise to more than one explana- 
tion. The late Charles C. Peter- 
son, noted billiard expert, at- 
tributed it to a specific incident. 
It took place in New York City 
some time in 1919 or 1920, in 
which a certain member of a 
group who used to meet regu- 
larly to play Kelly pool was 
habitually unlucky in the pre- 
liminary shaking out of num- 
bers, as these were marked on 
“pills’ shaken from a leather 
bottle.

There seems to be no doubt 
that it is in the game called 
Kelly pool that the saying had 
its origin. In one variety of 
this pastime, the balls must be 
pocketed in a certain order, ex- 
cepting only the black ball, 
which is numbered eight. There 
is a penalty for touching the 
eight ball. Therefore, if the 
eight ball happens to be directly 
in front of the ball to be played, 
that is, if it rests between the 
player and the ball he must 
pocket, he is out of luck. 
Stymied is the word for this 
predicament on the golf course, 
where it occasionally happens 
that the player approaching his 
ball on the green finds himself 
blocked by another ball in front 
of it, so close to it on the line 
he must take to sink it that 
only the rarest of trick shots— 
or a miracle—can save him! 
Stymied seems to be a good one- 
word definition of being behind 
the eight ball!

Cooked Meat

HE importance of storing 

meat in the refrigerator as 

soon as it comes from the 
market is well known. With the 
high cost of meat, few of us 
would risk spoilage that might 
occur at room temperature in a 
warm kitchen. Not all of us, 
however, are so careful about 
storing cooked meat. 


One of the meat packers re- 
cently carried out a careful test 
of every type of meat and poul- 
try cooked by various methods. 
They conducted not only labora- 
tory tests for bacteria content, 
but also taste tests by a panel 
of experts. The results show that 
two methods of storing can be 
used safely. 


The meat can either be placed 
‘fn the refrigerator immediately 
after cooking, or left at room 
temperature for two hours if it 
is then put into the refrigerator. 
For practical purposes, it would 
be wise to form the habit of put- 
ting the meat in the refrigerator 
as soon as it has come from the 
table. Stuffing should be re- 
moved before poultry is stored. 

The meat should not be cov- 
ered until it is cool. Then it 
may either be covered or 
wrapped loosely in order to pre- 
vent drying. Flavor will be best 
if the leftover meat is used 
within one or two days. 


Roast Lamb. 


A full leg or one-half leg of 
lamb may be purchased. Place 
flat side up on rack in shallow 
roasting pan. Roast in a slow 
oven (325 degrees). Meat ther- 
mometer should register 175 de- 
grees for medium and 180 de- 
grees for well done. A five-pound 
roast will require about three 
hours. 

Roast Lamb With Herbs. 

One teaspoon rosemary, two 
tablespoons salad oil, one-half 
teaspoon dried sweet basil, one 
tablespoon paprika, one clove 
garlic, peeled and mashed: one, 
four to five-pound leg of lamb; 
one glass mint jelly. 

Combine rosemary, salad oil, 
sweet basil, paprika and garlic. 
Remove fell (skin) from leg of 
lamb and rub lamb thoroughly 
with the seasoned oil. Let stand 
in refrigerator two to four hours. 
Place fat side up on a rack in 
shallow roasting pan. Roast in 
slow oven (325 degrees) two and 
one-half hours. Spread half the 
mint jelly over surface of roast. 
Continue roasting about one-half 
hour. Spread remaining jelly 
over roast.

‘Portrait of a First Lady’ 
Mamie Thrills to Ike's Promotions 


Eisenhower Gets His First Star in Texas; Command in Europe Brings New Separation

(Eighth article in a series con- 
densing the forthcoming book, 
“Mamie Doud Eisenhower: Por- 
trait of a First Lady.” 

N THE Philippines, the Eisen- 

howers’ apartment in Manila 

had slick hardwood floors 
which shone like a mahogany 
tabletop. Flowers were brought 
in daily and massed in bowls. 

The apartment was kept 
shadowed all day by the closed, 
latticed windows composed of 
dozens of squares of translucent 
mother-of-pearl shells, typhoon- 
proof windows, At sundown a 
room boy arrived to pump clouds 
of spray from a flit-gun over 
and under the beds in prepara- 


tion for unfurling the mosquito . 


nets and tucking the hems se- 
curely under the mattresses. 
Sleeping inside a net was a 
nightly ordeal for Mamie, who 
had suffered from claustropho- 
bia since childhood, but she 
knew there was no other way to 
escape Manila’s winged ma- 
rauders. 

Unlike Jean MacArthur, the 
general's wife, who made a hob- 
by of searching out fine exam- 
ples of richly carved and inlaid 
Spanish furniture, Mamie had 
neither the strength nor the 
money to motor over the coun- 
tryside ferreting. out antiques. 
The contents of the MacArthurs’ 
seven -room, air - conditioned, 
penthouse atop the hotel includ- 
ed fabulous furnishings. The 
cream-paneled living room was 
a jewel-like salon containing 
many fine examples of Louis 


“XIV furniture and bric-a-brac. 


The added splendor of Gen. 
MacArthur's glittering decora- 
tions displayed in glass cases 
and cabinets emphasized the re- 
gality of the setting. 

The MacArthurs were perhaps 
the greatest stay-at-homes in 
Manila. They lived much to 
themselves, appearing only at a 
limited number of state func- 
tions and confining their own 
hospitality to occasional dinners 
for dignitaries. 

Ike, like other members of 
the staff, worked closely with 
Gen. MacArthur at headquarters, 
but in off-duty hours had prac- 
tically no contact with his su- 
perior. The staff work on which 
they were then engaged was im- 
portant, for they were training 
a Filipino Army to defend the 
7000-island archipelago against 
power-hungry Japan. 

There had been a dreadful 
wrench for Mamie one day when 
she learned that her husband 
was determined to become an 
aviator. One look at the light 
in his eyes, at the roll and tilt 
of his hands as he explained 
takeoff and landing procedures, 
and Mamie knew Ike was really 
“wing happy” and eager to solo. 
She knew, too, that there was 
nothing she could do about it. 

After breakfast, Ike announced 
that he had made arrangements 
to fly to Baguio with Johnnie 
in a light observation plane 
piloted by Capt, William E. Lee, 
his instructor. Mamie’s knees 
‘all but turned to water. But 
Ike’s mind was made up; there 
was no use arguing. He contend- 
ed that 13-year-old Johnnie was 
living in an “air age” and should 
start taking flying as casually 
as riding a bicycle. The air route 
to his new school, over some of 
the wildest and most beautiful 
provinces of Luzon, would pro- 
vide Johnnie with an unforget- 
table first flight, said his father. 

John was maturing rapidly, 
stretching toward six feet, was 
hardening muscularly and be- 
coming purposeful in voice and 
manner. She resolved never to 
try again to stand between him 
and the world, for her days of 
careful mothering were over — 
Johnnie was going to be as in- 
dependent and determined as 
his father. Only seven short 
years and Johnny would be a 
second lieutenant. 

Ike wouldn't hear of his wife 
risking the sodden heat of Ma- 
nila, so she stayed in Baguio 
until summer was nearly done, 
feeling very guilty in the cool 
comfort of the mountains, while 
her husband, worked on through 
the lowland’s ugliest, angriest 
season.

N the spring of 1938, after 
| months of mounting physical 

misery, Mrs. Eisenhower was 
advised by doctors to submit to 
a gall bladder operation as a 
possible cure for her distressing 
stomach condition. Ike would 
not hear of her returning alone 
to the Black Clinic in Pueblo, 


Colo., and prom “put in” 
of three mon State-side 
leave. Scarcely a month later, 


the surgical ordeal successfully 
completed, Mamie was mending 
at her parents’ home in Denver. 


She was still, as she terms it, 
“in the totte stage,” when 
she started for Manila early in 


August with her husband and 


son. 

This time the Eisenhowers 
settled in the newly opened air- 
conditioned wing of the Manila 
Hotel. Their suite was exotic 
as a movie set. 

Morning bridge came back on 
Mrs. Eisenhower’s engagement 
calendar. Either she set up a 
table or made the fourth for a 


game somewhere ‘in the hotel. 


Her husband liked to wind up 
his ‘day with golf or a bridge 
session with men. So she had 
the choice of sitting alone until 
8 o'clock or later, or passing the 
time at.a “hen party.” As likely 
as not, Ike would be with the 
husbands of hér closest friends, 
and it was not unusual for the 
couples to join for dinner and 
more bridge. Marge Clay and 
her husband were down-the-hall 
neighbors. Lucius Clay was then 
a captain attached to Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s staff. 

In the decade ahead, he was 
to become a lieutenant general 
and establish the American Mili- 
tary Government in Germany 
after World War II. Anne 
Nevins, married to Capt. Arthur 
S. Nevins, would one day see 
her husband promoted to briga- 
dier general. Mildred Hodges, 
wife of Lt. Col. Courtney H.

in command of the First Army 
that played such a valiant part 
in defeating the Germans. 

There is notable all-around 
silence on why Lt. Col. Eisen- 
hower asked, late 1939, to be 
transferred back to the Zone of 
Interior. It has been intimated 
that the declaration of war 
against Germany by France and 
England on Sept. 3 made him 
eager to return to regular duty 
in the United States and be 
available to command troops if 
the history of World War If was 
duplicated and the United States 
entered the conflict. It is more 
than likely that the European 
war was the pretext, rather than 
the reason, for his desire to 
transfer from Gen. MacArthyr’s 
command in the Philippines. 
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HE Filipinos hated to see 

Ike go. President Quezon 

awarded Ike the Philippine 
Distinguished Service Medal in 
a public ceremony. Mamie was 
asked to pin the decoration on 
her husband’s blouse, and did so 
under a battery of news cam- 
eras. It was the first time she 
was photographed as a public 
figure. 

Dwight and Mamie, after long 
years in far places, returned to 
San Antonio, Tex., on the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of their 
marriage. Once again they 
would start housekeeping at 
Fort Sam Houston, But now it 
would be a colonel’s spacious 
house, not a lieutenant’s two- 
room apartment. 

On their twenty-fifth wedding 
Ike put a small 
package on Mamie’s breakfast 
tray. Tugging open the wrap- 
pings, she snapped open the lid 
of a jeweler’s box. There it was! 
A platinum watch, with dia- 
monds around a tiny dial. Ike 
had outdone himself. She want- 
ed to cry. He was a man in a 
million—no, in a hundred mil- 
lion.. She realized how he must 
have pinched the weekly cigar- 
ette and petty-cash allowance 
which was all he ever wanted 
from his pay; how he must have 
hoarded his checks from tech- 
nical articles—all to give her 
this, 

From that moment forward, 
Mrs. Eisenhower has worn the 
watch constantly. 

The next four months at Fort 
Sam Houston were a blur of 
, house-settling and nervous ten- 
sion for Mamie. 

Those were difficult days for 
every one, concerned; Ike was 
preparing “battle plans” for the 
projected Louisiana maneuvers 
—working» long hours with his 
chief, Lt. Gen. Walter Krueger, 
head of the Third Army, and 
Maj. Alfred M. Gruenther. 

It was not long before Ike 
went off to Louisiana, and again 
Mamie was alone during long 
empty nights. Much worse than 
when she was a bride; much 
worse now. There was Johnnie, 
moving toward his father’s sol- 
dier life. Because Mamie hated

The biggest 
thrill of their lives, Mrs. Eisen- 
hower is sure.

Mamie, just behind 
him in the reviewing stand, re- 
membering the long-ago days 
when she had dreamed of her 
husband with a star on his 
shoulder, took grains of com- 
fort. In the war that was bound 
to happeh, Ike, as a general .of- 
cag would seldom be under 
ire. 


On Sunday, Dec. 7, 1941, Ike 
was cat-napping in the bedroom; 
he had been up at dawa, in the 
office until noon; and was due 
back at 3 o’clock for another 
conference, 


Mamie settled beside the ra- 
dio in the upstairs.sitting room 
and tuned in softly for a foot- 
ball broadcast. Working on a 
piece of knitting, she consid- 
ered Christmas vacation plans. 
She listened with but half an 
ear to the announcer’s voice 
barking the game's lineup. 
Then came what seemed to be a 
transmission break. The radio 
fell silent. Suddenly a new voice 
tumbled words: “Pearl Harbor— 
Japanese planes attacking! —— 
Battleships in flames!”’ 


Mamie, having heard the news 
first, walked into Ike’s bedroom. 
The bedside phone rang. Grog- 
gy with sleep, Ike rolled over 
and groped for the instrument, 
Mamie stood rigid. Her hus- 
band’s eyes widened; he rose; 
he said, “Right away.” Then he 
lowered the receiver slowly into 
its cradle. “The Japs have hit 


us in Hawaii. That’s it—that’s 
war,” he said.

By midnight a few husbands, 
dog-tired, began to wander in.

Rio Grande border pa- 
trols were out to block incoming 
spies; protection for port areas 
required more troops. Mamie 
went home—no Ike. 


It was morning when Mamie 
heard Ike’s tread on the stairs. 
Sleep? No, he didn't want sleep, 
but a bath and a change would 
help. While the shower swished, 
Mamie went to the kitchen and 
brewed coffee. She heard him 
come down, snap on the library 
radio. He stood a while, parade 
neat, checking every sentence of 
further attack. He told his wife 
the obvious. He would be very 
busy. She must please not both- 
er about his meals; he’d eat at 
his desk, and get home some 
time for a little tide-over sleep. 


Four more days of this. Mid- 
morning on Friday, Mamie an- 
swered the phone. It was Ike. 
Gen. George C. Marshall had 
requested Ike’s immediate air 
departure for Washington, so 
would.\Mamie pack plenty of ev- 
erything.

He had been promoted to the 
temporary rank of major gen- 
eral and made chief of the 
newly created Operations Divi- 
sion of the War Department.

A four-heart contract would 
have been ironclad — so who 
slipped, asks the correspondent. 

The answer, clearly, is that 
North slipped. His jump from 
two hearts to three no-trump, 
though superficially persuasive, 
was ectremely unwise. 

The first round of bidding was 
of course correct, and so was 
South’s two-heart rebid, but 
then North should have done 
one or two things: jumped to 
four hearts, or bid three dia- 
monds. 

Many experts use such a 
three-diamond bid as an abso- 
lute force, and if this is the 
case, that bid should be pre- 
ferred, to coax further informa- 
tion from South. If, however, 
such a three-diamond bid would 
not be absolutely forcing—and 
many-players follow this latter 
style—then North should regard 
his Q-2 of hearts as adequate 
support for the suit South has 
rebid, and should stake his hope 
for game on the heart suit itself. 

Even in the actual bidding 
South might have taken the 
three no-trump bid to four 
he , but he cannot be criti- 
cized for deferring to North's 
judgment.
